If one of the smallest, Cyprus is certainly n 
one of the least interesting Dependencies | 
the British Crown, and it is to be 
that it has not received a somewhat 


share of attention both from the British tourist _ 


and from the British capitalist. Its historical 


associations, its wealth of antiquarian remains, 


and the splendid climate the Island enjoys 
for several months ofthe year should’ prove 
greater attractions to the travelling public 
than they have yet done, while the great 
natural resources Of the Island, now that it is 
part of the British Empire, would seem to 
offer ample scope for capital and enterprise. 


The indifference, to use no harsher expression, — 


of the British Government is alleged as the 
reason why British capital has hitherto avoid- 
ed Cyprus as a field of investment. How far 
this charge of indifference is well foanded we 


do not care to determine off-hand. Bat a 


strong case for inquiry certainly appears to be 
made out, for, putting details entirely on ons 
side, the broad fact remains that an Island 
which once supported a population of more 
than a million has to-day, after mora than a 
quarter of a century of British administration, 
only some two hondred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants. From Professor Danstan’s report 
it is clear that in his opinion a very large area. 
which is at present uncaltivated is capable 
of profitable caltivation, while the introduo- 
tion of more modern methods of agricultare 
would very largely increase the-yield of the 
area already bearing crops. His report—a 
most valuable and instructive document— 
contains certain suggestions for developing _ 
the resources of the Island. Those sogges- 


tions have received the support of the British _ 


Cotton Growing Association, which has even 
offered to lend its assistance to the Govern- 
ment in carrying out what is undoubtedly — 
Government work. But the npshot of the 
whole business is that Mr. Lyttelton does not 
at present see his way to adopt the sugges- 
tions made. We see no reason to suppose 
that the Seoretary of State for the Colonies 
is less anxiona than the executive of the 
British Cotton Growing Association to develop 
the resources of the Island. Bat Mr, Lyttleton 
has many other subjects demanding his atten- 
tion, he sees difficalties in the way of raising 


the funds which would have to be provided, 
and probably shrinks from raising questions . 


on which he might find himéelf at variance 
with the e'ective majority in the Legislative 
Coancil. It is here, we suspect, that the crox 
of the difficulty isto be found. The problem 
is partly financial, partly political. In addi- 
tion to paying the cost of the administra- 
tion the Cypriot taxpayers contribate roughly 
two-thirds of the ninety odd thousand pounds 
which is paid as tribate, nominally to the 
Tarkish Government, bat really to the holders 
of certain Tarkish bonds, the interest on 
which is guaranteed by the British and French 
Governments. The unwillingness of the elac- 
tive members of the Legislative Coonoil to 
sanction farther expenditare on prodactive 
public works is rendered at least intelligible 
by the failure of the irrigation works, oon-

BXPLOITATION OF THE ISLAND. 


Our Constantinople Correspondent writes : 

During the Khedive’s recent visit to Cons- 
tantinople his Highness had a conference with 
the Sultan on the subject of the Island of 
Thagos, which has unjustly been seized by the 
Sublime Porte. The.Sultan has recently instit- 
uted a Kaimakamat on the Island, which has 
since become the fourth Sandja’k of the vilayet 
of Salonica. To-day there is a mutassarifat, a 
tribunal, and an. organised gendamerie on the 
Island. The Khedive has a chateau there and 
possesses various estates and farmaon the Island, 
as wellas large plantations. The forests are 
being exploited bys German-Jewish company. 
This German company want to exploit all the 
mines on the Igland, and their application is 
under consideration.

NATIVE PRESS OPINION. 


“Al Moayad” recently published an article 
of which the itg isa summary. 

“In his speech of last Jane Lord Cromer 
stated that Egyptian questions should always 
be kept distinct from the varying policies of 
the British political parties. Yet we have 
seen in the parliamentary reports of last 
August some comments on Lord Cromer’s 
statement. Mr. H. Weston, M,P., asked tlie 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
on the 8th August last, whether the admin- 
istration of Egypt by Lord Cromer would 
be taken underthe controland responsibility of 
the British Minister for Foreign Affairs, to 
which Lord Percy replied that the administra- 
tion of Ezypt was entrusted to the Khedive 
and - his Ministers, acting with the 
and aid of Lord Cromer as- the 
Diplomatic Agent of H. M.’s Government, In 


“The placing of Egypt ander thedirect supervi- 
sion of the British Parliament will have, as far 
as we see, to be freshly considered. As for our- 
seives, we should likeour Government to be 
under parliamentary superintendence, provided, 
the latter is efficacious and unchangeable. The 
officials of the Occupation in that case would 
become very carefalin their acts, and be obliged 
to give an account of them to their superiors. 
Bat it will be necessary for Parliament to 
obtain reports about Egypt from an Egypt- 
ian source, because the British reports will 


contain nothing against the Ocoupation, as} 


is the case with Lord Cromer’s annual report. 

“The Egyptians must understand their real 
position after 23 years of occupation, and after 
the occupying Power has come into close 
partnership with Egypt in possessing the 
Sudan, where England oares very little for 
her partner, and also after the Anglo-French 


| Agreement. Let us put aside the useless 
. | words “occupation” and “withdrawal” as all 


efforts in this direction of imagination and 
fancy will be in vain. Let us look at our pre- 
sent state and do our best to keep i 
of our station and strive for our possible 
advantage. We had better deal with the British 
authorities in our social questions ard come 
with them to a useful understanding. If 
our requirements in some way could not be 
answered, we should do our best to bring the 
unsolved matters before Parliament,. Now is 
the proper time for the communication. 
A member of Parliament itself opens a door 
tor us to enter, and we most seize the oppor 
tanity in seeking a Parliamentary supervision 
over Egypt. Let us tarn the demand into 
action in good time, while we have such a 
straightforward representative as Lord Cromer, 
who possesses the necessary requirements and 
acts even if it is against himself, We had 
better do this before some other people put 
difficulties in our way.” 

This article having given rise to some 
misunderstanding, Sheikh Aly Youssef, pro- 
prietor of “Al Moayad,” has informed “Al 
Mokattam” that it was not meant that Egypt 
should have any official relation with the 
British Parliament. ‘Al.Moayad” only wishes

SOMB OF THBIR DIFFICULTIES. 


CAPE TOWN.—Oar-German neighbours, 
having tired of attempting. to crash,oat rebel- 


lion themeelyes, are busy here and up-country, 


endeavouring to enlist men to give thom s 
hand. They prefer Datchmen,and to make tho 
Foreign Enlistment Act inoperative they sign 
on their recrnits as transport drivers and no) - 
combatants. Once over ths border, however, 
“rookies” are giver riflsa_and bandolierr. 
Daring the late war the Germans never tired 
of sneering at the British for the time we tock 
to end the campsign ; yet in this business of 
theirs they have spent as many months over 
commencing the war as we did weeks in con. 
quering the Matabele and Mashonas with less 
than half the German strength. Of conrec, 
there can be no comparison between the two 
jobs. They are handling a mere handfal of 
natives'who cannot be regarded as first-class 
- fightitig men, whereas we faced a nation of tl e 
race that made history in South Africa when 
the great Chaka bathed his impis in blood. 

A few years ago the German recruiters 
might have picked ‘up whole regiments among 
the Boers ; but things are changed nov, 
since the Datchmen believe that Germany 
left: them in the ‘larch, having promised to 
assist them against o#, and the slight put 
upon the President by the Kaiser 1s an inc’ 
dent that ranks second ‘in the Boers’ breast 
to the story they have against us in con- 
nection with the Slaagtersnek incident. Ooly 
men who are “‘stone-broke” are joining ther. 
All the-same, the fact that recruits are bei: g 
obtained on British territory is having iis 
effect npon the black man’s mind. Hitherto 
he has respected’ British’ aud other non- 
German subjects id the area of operations ; 
bat’ men who arrive here from Windhoek 
and Warmbad tell methat the natives de- 
clare that if British citizens are allowsi to 
fight agaiest them they must take other 
measures, and that a special punishment 
awaits such of the new-comers as may te 
captured. 

MILITARY EXPERTS AND THE GERMAN 
TROOPS. 


The Germans will never make headway 
until they learn to travel without heavy im- 
pedimenta, and regard war as war. The officers 
—like other officars who were severely criticis- 
ed—cannot. break away; from their luxarics, 
and they give up too much time to sport. The 
enomy, alert and elasive, frequently cuts io, 
and out again, hitting a blow on every occasion, 
and by the time the German commander 
mastars his mea ths wily native is over. the 
hills and faraway. Convoys that are not extra 
welt guarded are often attacked, and waggors 
are picked up by the Herercs frequently, Oa 
the whole, military experts who hive watched 
the | progress of the campaign have formed an 
opinion’ of the German offiter and soldier that 
does not #quare with the Buropesn idea con- 
cerning the Kaiser's troops. Reinforcements 
bave arrived in:the-fallglory~ of khaki kita 
‘and smasher hats. They look spick and span, 
and wondrously “new” and clean. The q destion 
is, Have they brought-to the field more up-to- 
date knowledge of savage fighting than the 
army corps already ithere possesses f © 

The wonder is why the Germans have kept 
the territory at all..I¢ is unproductive, mostly 
a wildemess, and at/the best.of times contains 
bats handfal of traders jand & garrison altoge- 
ther ont.of ‘proportion 40 the’ civil population. 
In fact, it may: be as & waste,/ useless 


to Germany, with its port—the only spot ¢f 


any valae~ in the hands of the British. Our 
new subjects ini! ithe Transvaal and Orange 
River: Colony were invited to flock there it 
their thousands when the British flag advance 
north from! Caps Town. Perhaps the best. proof 
of the worthlesénes of the placeties in the fact 
that the Boers stayed where they were. The 
“eolony!’ never paid its German owners, and 
since that fatal shot was fired by Lientenan‘ 
Jobet—the liasty ballet that wantonly killed a 
headman and ‘sent’ thé natives on the warpath 
—sufficient money bad’ been spent on the war 
to: purchase the ‘territory many times over.

tion ofa new presidsnt, vice-president, and 
financial committee.

MOROCCO AND THE GERMAN PRESS. 
“Tes.” 

The Morocco difficulty bas been not so much 
the source as the occasion of diplomatic com 
plications which bave more than once thi 
year worn s very serious aspect. The excites 
discussion in the Continental Press has show 
what deep feelings have beer stirred, avd how 
liitle is needed even now to reawaken resent- 
ment. It can hardly be said that either the 
French or the British Prees are maintaining 
a provocative attitude. Their position is, on 
the contrary, a purely defensive one in the 
face of the irritating queries which have beep 
addressed to them by German journals. . . . +. 
Of our sincere wish to be on the best of terms 
with the German people we have never made 
any secret. We see no obstacle to an improve- 
went in our relations ¢xcapt such as may 
bo afforded by German official policy. So-long, 
howercr, a8 that policy displays itsslf in ways 
that wound the French people and their 
friends, we are afraid that the prospect ofa 
more cordial anderstanding is remote. 

“Kouwiscue Zertune” (Berlin) 

We must leave to M. de Lanessan the 
responsibility of having discovered a German 
war party ; we ourselves are unaware that sich 
a party exists, or.has ever existed. In Germany 
both the nation and the Government are 
inspired by @ sincere: love of peace, and we 
bear the heavy burden of military equipment 
not out of any desire for warfare, bat from the 
consciousness, that only by so doing can we be 
sure of peaceful activity, for then the world 
knows that we are able to repel every attack.

The last few 
months have shown most clearly that we shall 
do best to rely solely upon ourown strength ; 


ifwe are only strong enough, then nobody }- 


will dare to interfere with our rights.

Nelson— who waa the incarmation.of the quali- 
ties which: made Britain ‘great one hundred 
yesra ago, and which enabled her to overcome 
in arms the mightiest conqueror tha world had 
ever seen since the, days of Alexander of 
Macedon. 

What. were, these qpalities 1, Loyalty, rever- 


encs, patriotism, obedience, diligence, salf 
sacrifice ~‘hesp,, were .the ,qnalities, which in 
Nelson's m'nd were associated with the word 
“doty,” and which enabled him and his sailors 
#0 toideslise this devotion to the Soversiga 
and to the comm nwealth, that ‘no hardships, 
no sufferings, no self-sacrifice seemed tod great 
if on'y they were encountered in the proseca- 
tion of their great: ideal—duty- to: king and 
country. 

“Eogland expects that every man will do 
his duty.” This, the lagt public expression of 
the thought ever uppermost in the mipd of our 
greatest seaman, was signalled to the British 
fleet on October 21, 1805. 

I+ the message needed to-day ? 

At that tima Britain, with a short interfal 


of mislesding pesce, bad been since 1793 at} 


death grips with France, ruled doring the lat- 
ter part.of the time by a master-mind, which 
had known how to unite against our country 
the military ard oaval power of alarge part of 
Enrone. Op that ever-to-be-rem embered 


21, Nelson, with twenty-seven, ships, found 
himealf opposed to eighteen French and fifteen 
Spanish vessels all of the line - thirty-three in 
all; then came the famous message — the 
heroic struggle —and the glorious vietory—the 
triomph, under God’s will, of discipliné,and of 
duty. / i 

Thank God, we are to-d’y st peace with-al 
the world. Weare allied with a nation which 
seemar to b: thorough!y imbaed with the spirit 
of Neleon and of bis heroes—we have ehaken 
bands with our ancient gallant foes of 1805. 
Their ru'ers have been lately entertained in 
London, and have been enthusiastically wel- 
comed by cheering crowds under the very 
shadow of the monument in Trafalgar-rquare 
which commemorates. the victory of Britain's 
greatest admiral. 

What farther reed, then, to be reminded of 
Nelson's message to his fleet and to his 
country? Why ask such a question as “What 
is our daty to-day 1”. 

We are the heirs of the strenaous past, 
May we not be permitted to enjoy the peace, 
the security, the wealth, the comfort, the 
luxury, the pride of Empire- which is our own, 
without being disturbed by qoestions of duty? 

Let os rest and be thankful. Aftey, war 
comes peace, after toil repose. There would be 
no object in strenuous exertion, unless it were 
followed. by a period of quiet enjoyment. This 
has fallen to our lot. Leave us alone, and let 
us rejoice in the legitimate fruits of the 
successful exertions of our ances‘ ors, 

If war and troubles should ever arise—which, 
God forbid—we are rich enough to be able to 
psy for mercenary defence. Why, then, 
trouble us? 

Such would appear to be the attitude of 
mind of too large a section of society, at the 
present time, and it is well, therefore, whether 
we like it or not, that, at all events, to day, 
the message of -Nelson should so, be flashed’ 
across our vision that we cannot avoid teking 
notice of it. 

Our daty in 1905 is the same as that which 
inspired the victors of 1805.

The extreme of impudent absurdity has been 
reached by the “Frankfarter Zeitung” with i 
demand to “olfiapiman drei: attitude France 
would take in the event of an Anglo-German 
war. Upon the malice that alone can account 
for such a question it is unnecessary to dwell. 
Its foolishness should be appreciated sven in 
Germany now that the promps and crushing 
answer has come from the French Press. It is 
a question, of coarse, about a bypothetical 
contingency, which no self-respecting nation 
not bound by a formal and definite alliance 
could or ought toanswer directly; the right 
answer is that of the “Débats,” for instanca— 
that on the very morrow of plain intimations 
of the British people’s readiness to stand by 
France, it is preposterons sven to imegine that 
France woald seize an opportunity to dissociate 
herself from Bogland. These German attempts 
to put a spoke in the wheel ofthe Entente 
Cordiale result so invariably in discomfitare 
which leaves the Entente livelier than ever, 
that one is almost tempted to believe the 
“Cologne Gazatte’s” wild story that the “Neue 
Freie Presse’s” nonsene, for example. was 
deliberetely inspired by some enemy of Ger- 
many. Asa matter of fact, it is nothing bat 
the clamsiness of chagrin. 

In the course of an article the “Echo de 
Paris” declares that the origin of the Anglo- 
French rapprochement can be traced back to 
the morrow of the Fashoda incident. At that 
time, the journal says, ‘President Faure and 
M. Deloassé considered that the relations be- 
tween France and Great Britain should again 
become normal, if not cordial, bat at first 
events did not favor thsir plans. The Trans- 
vaal War renewed the feeling ot distros* be- 
tween the two peoples, and, moreover, Lord 
Salisbury looked with scapticism on our desire, 
as he did not believe in the constancy of our 
Foreign policy. M. Delcassé, however, persist- 
ed in his object, and when Lord Lansdowne 
became Secretary of State for Foreign Aftsir: 
he did not conceal his readiness t» d'ssass the 
matter diplomatically. King Edward fally 
approved and supported ths views of his 
Ministry. The visit of his M:+jesty to Paris 
was decided upon and took place in the spring 
of 19 8, and some months later President 
Loubet retarned the visit.” 

The Abbé Moreux, of Bourges Observatory, 
a leading French authority on solar observa- 
tions, states that the group of spots recently 
discovered onthe sun is the largest known since 
the year-1610. They will be visible to the 
naked eye until the 26th inst. The appearance 
ofthese spots is tsken to indicate the close 
of a period of exceptional solar activity, for 
which the present year will be remembered by 
astronomers. Experience shows that great cold 
may be looked for, either during the coming 
winter or the next.

Paris, October 24. 


“The fear of the morrow is the beginning of 
wisdom.” That is why the reassembling of the 
Chambers in s few daya’ time is likely to be 
signalled by no great outburst of Parliamen- 
tary violence. Depoties are too much occupied 
with the fature,with the chances of their return 
at the elections, to tronble over much about 
the present. Moreover, the political leadership 
of M. Ronuvier is a stady in concession. All seo- 
tions of the “Bloc” are placated, or at least 
‘disarmed, by half messures. The Moderates 
approve the Conservative policy of M. Rouvier 
in matters which touch the capitalist interest 
of the country, such as the income tax ; the 
Radicals are kept from open revolt by a pro- 
mise of social legislation. It is understood that 
adequate dispositions have been taken to stave 
off danger from two interpellations touching 
the Socialist demonstrations sgasinst the army 

.and the foreign policy of the Government as 
revealed in the articles of the “Matin.” In the 
former case the Government can very well say 
that, notwithstanding the efforts of M. Herié, 
not a manof the new “classe” was dismayed 
by the Socialists ; in the latter they will say 
simply nothing at all. It is not likely, there- 
fore, that this Parliamentary Session, which 
will only last a few weeks,will end in a disaster 
for the Rouvier Ministry. ' 

The President of the Republic has gone to 
Madrid to return the visit which King Alfonso 
paid him in Paris, a thing which no President 
bas done before him. It is merely a visit of 
courtesy, but it is not without international 

_ gfignificsnce. France and Spain sre natural 
friend-, both by reason of their Latin origin 
and of their propinquity, though the Pyrenees 
still exist to prevent that ojose alliance which 
once was dreamed of. There is only one ques- 
tion nowadsys on which the two sister nations 
could diasgree, and that is Morocco, but as 
they are of one mind over that, and as France 
bas given the most formal assurances that the 
righta of Spain will be fully respected across 
the Straits of Gibraltar, an ‘‘entente cordiale” 
follows as a matter of course. For the moment, 
Spain cannot play the part of a Great Power. 
She is occupied, and will be occupied for'some 
years to come, in recovering from the effects 
of the war with the United States, bat when 
she aspires to ‘take her placa among the 
nations, itis to France that she most first 
turn. Kirg Alfonso has shown very clearly 
in which direction his hopes and those of his 
people lie. Spain is a Mediterranean State, and 
alliance with France, and later on with Italy, 
based on a cordial understanding with England, 
is the safest and surest path for her in the 
foture. 


Are Franco-German relations smoothing 
down? qaeries the public. Jodging from many 
“sidelighta,” it oan be stated that such is not 
the case, not that the moment has arrived to 
pronounce the word “war,” bat prepsrations 
of an extensive and active character are being 
pushed forward with all energy on both sides, 
The signal-wire for war is agitated, quivering, 
say the politicians of the Boulevards. At both 
ends “chair & canon” in full war rig is standing 
at “attention.” It needs bata bratal jest or 
action of the Kaiser to set the wire in action, 
to be immediately followed by as desperate 
stroggle wherein millions will face one an- 
other, and fall together.

world. Biter, jeslous, he is planning to 
embroil Barope in a terrible conflict, which, it 
is feared, will be difficalt to prevent. No 
wonder that Burope and France are anxious; 
on this side, notwithstanding exterior opti- 
mistio declarations, we are prepsring, for 
Germany is prepared, on land if not on sea. 


As 8n echo of the revelation of German aims 
come .the articles of M. de Lanessan in the 
“Mativ.”
